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REPORT ON THE 1957 TMTA CONVENTION 


By Charles F. Wootton 


Monday was Student Affiliate Day. 
After registratin the opening session 
was held in the Colonial Ball Room 
of the Blackstone Hotel. Music was 
provided by the young people in solo 


roles as well as in various ensembles 
On the Texas Composers Program 
the Student Affiliates performed. The 
Kirshbaum Family Ensemble was a 
highlight of the morning. The after- 
noon music also was performed by 
students. All the performances were 
done in near-professional style. In the 
afternoon a coke party was given by 
the Tyler Student Affiliates for the 
entire enrollment at the famous Tyler 
Rose Garden. 


Monday night a- wonderful concert 
by members of the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Houston was given. Albert 
Hirsh, piano, Richard Ferrin, violin, 
Herman Dorfman, French horn, and 
John Campbell, tenor, appeared in a 
program of high professional caliber. 


Tuesday morning at the president’s 
Breakfast the secretaries and other 
representatives of local associations 
reported on their respective chapters. 
The music of the morning was pre- 
sented by Student Affiliate winners 
of the State Contests in piano and 
violin. The musical materials were of 
the best, and again the performances 
were excellent. 


Tuesday afternoon the musical part 
of the program was given by Dale 
Stonecipher, baritone, of the Tyler 
Junior College faculty. Tjis exciting 
music was followed by a thoughtpro- 
voking address by Miss Angie Nall of 
the Beaumont Remedial Center on 
Visual and Auditory Perceptional Dif- 
ficulties as they affect the Teaching 


of music. At 4:30 p.m. a tea was held 
in the Rose Garden for the delegates. 


Tuesday night the Convention Ban- 
quet was held. The invocation was 
given by Dr. E. Clyde Whitlock. Dr. 
Roy Johnson acted as toastmaster. 
Dr. Walter H. Hodgson, Dean of the 
school of Music, North Texas State 
College, gave an address on WHEN 
DOES MUSIC STUDY CONTRIBUTE 
TO MENTAL HEALTH? This speech 
was another highlight of the conven- 
tion and was a rare combination of 
wit and wisdom. He urged that stu- 
dents (and teachers) learn the dif- 
ference between making mistakes and 
being a failure. The Banquet ended 
on an ecstatic note with the. perfor- 
mance by pianist Alfred Mouledous 
of Southern Methodist University of 
an entire program of Debussy com- 
positions. 

The musical part of the Convention 
ended Wednesday with a piano recital 
by Dr. George Kehler of Kilgore Col- 
lege devoted to Mozart and Mendelss- 
ohn. In the afternoon a piano seminar 
was led by Rodney Hoare of San An- 
tonio. Everyone present at the con- 
vention agreed that the music heard 
alone was worth more than the trouble 
of being present. Mr. Fred Bigelow 
of Temple deserves great credit for 
the way he performed his duties as 
program chairman. 


At the business sessions several 
important matters were discussed. 
A resolution was adopted to try to 
obtain legislation which wouid allow 
persons taking college work or doing 
private study for the purpose of self- 
improvement in one’s chosen profession 
to deduct expense for same from fed- 
eral income tax. 





Another matter of great interest was 
that of allowing high school credit 
toward graduation for private work in 
applied music. A number of schools 
allow this now. Closely related to this 
was the problem of certifying teachers 
to do this work. Dr. V. J. Kennedy, 
Director of Curriculum, Texas Educ- 
ation Agency, spoke at some length 
on this topic. Some of the delegates 
expressed themselves as not being 
sure that the problem of teacher cer- 
tificates was yet satisfactorily solved. 
We suggest that all teachers obtain 
Bulletin 589, MUSIC IN PUBLIC SCH- 
OOLS, from the Agency, and study it. 


Dr. whitlock spoke concerning the 
origin and the membership of the Tex- 
as Music Teachers Association. The 
Association was started in Dallas 
in 1915. He read the names of the 14 
surviving charter members. Four of 
theee were present at the convention. 
Many others who were almost charter 
members were present. 


Another official act was the estab- 
lishment by student Affiliate Committee 
of an award in theory to be added to 
those already offered in piano, Strings 
and voice. The new award is to be 


called the Whitlock Theory Award in 
honor of Dr. E. Clyde Whitlock. 


At the luncheon meeting on Wednes- 
day of the official Board of Directors 
it was unanimously decided to write 
a letter of thanks and appreciation to 
the editor of the Southwestern Musician 
as a token of their regard for his ef- 
forts to serve the Association with 
the magazine. 


Association officers for the ensuing 
year’are Rachel Kent, President, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Morris, Second Vice-pre- 
sident; new directors are Mr. Blaise 
Montandon, Mr. Lester Silberman, Mr.

MOZART AND MASONRY, Paul Nettl, 
Philosophical Library, N.Y., 1957, 
150 pages, price $4.75. 

Professor Paul Nettl, of Musicology 
at Indiana University, has made an 
analysis of Mozart’s Masonic career 
with emphasis on the Masonic Com- 
positions, particularly ** THE MAGIC 
FLUTE’’. The Masonic connections 
of Beethoven, Richard Wagner, Jan 
Sibelius, etc. provide new meanings 
to m.s3ic history, since the author has 
analyzed Masonic Songbooks, Cantatas, 
and operas. He finds good evidence 
in his area of study that asonry’s 
influence in music resulted in many 
ideas of liberalism and humanity. 
This reviewer has read many articles 
and some three books on Mozart; this 
book contains much information dealing 
with the man, Mozart, that is not found 


in other publications. It is a great 
book. 


MUSIC: A DESIGN FOR LISTENING, 
Homer Ulrich. 1957, Harcourt, Brace 
and Company, N.Y., 438 pages, price 
$6.00 

Homer Ulrich is an authoritative and 
dynamic writer. In the case of this 
book, he has produced one of the beet 
books on ‘‘Listening, and MusicAppre- 
ciation’’, in the field. There are 24 
chapters comprising two large divi- 
Sions: Part 1, entitled ‘*Elements and 
Forms’’; and Part 2, named ‘‘History 
and Literature’’. The second part be- 
gins with the Renaissance Period 
(1450-1600 and concludes with Ameri- 
can Music. Following each chapter, 
the author lists, under title of ‘*Listen- 
ing Suggestions’’, a roster of Records 
which adequately represent the com- 
posers there-to-fore presented. While 
large Schools of Music have provided 
their Libraries with comprehensive 
Recordings, the use of this book asa 
text, in many other schools, would 
speed the procurement of adequate 
records. Listening becomes a much 
easier task for both teacher and stud- 
ent by following the Récord Bibliog- 
raphy presented in this outstanding 
textbook. The chronological chart of 
top composers from 1450 to the pre- 
sent is also a convenience to both 
teacher and student for keeping-hp 
with dates in Music History. 


A GUIDE FOR EXPLORING MUSIC, 
Myron E. Russell and Henry Harris, 


1955, Wm. C. Brown Company, 130 
pages, price $2.00.

This is a good workbook which 
may be used as a suplementary text 
in Music Appreciation, or as a text 
for beginners in rudiments of music. 
In the case of the first-mentioned 
usage, the book has to be supple: 
mented by more detailed material from 
other sources; in the second instance. 
the teacher could supply additional 
materials. 


INTRODUCTION TO THE THEORY 
OF MUSIC, Howard Boatwright, 1956, 
W.W. Norton & Company, Inc., N.Y., 
289 pages, price on request from 
publishers. 

This is a comprehensive book on 
theory for serious beginning music 
students by a scholarly author, of the 
School of Music of Yale University. 
If all music majors in all Schools of 
Music were subjected to this book 
as a text forthe first freshman semes- 
ter, a better job in first-year Harmony 
could logically follow the second 
freshman semester than is being done, 
in too many schools, during the fresh- 
man year. The deduction is based 
on existing data which indicates that 
there are far too many students with 
little or no knowledge of the rudiments 
of music, starting as freshman music 
majors. Such a situation is caused 
by inadequate offerings in theory in 
the Public Schools. The writer of the 
review challenges a wide usage of 
the book as a text on the plan above 
mentioned. 


THE PROGRESSIVE VOCALIST, 
Dr. Warren Angell, Convention Press, 
1957, Nashville, 83 pages, price $.75 
(cents). 

This little book is prepared by Dr. 
Angell for use by Choir Directors in 
churches (particularly Baptists) as a 
text for The Church Music Training 
Course, involving at least ten class 
periods of forty-five minutes each. 
It can serve a good purpose in the 
case of the choir singer with no for- 
mal training in Voice. The author 
is Dean of the College of Fine Arts 
OBU, Shawnee, Oklahoma, and is an 
outstanding authority in the field of 
vocal music.

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THE TUBA IN THE SCHOOL BAND 
by Davip C. McCormick 


It is the aim of every director to 
have a band that is balanced, clean 
and plays with a fine tone and musi- 
cal understanding. We have a great 
many school bands that go a long 
way toward perfecting these ideals. 
However, the tuba sections in even 
our better bands, frequently are not 
contributing as much as they could 
and should to the over-all result; but 
this is not necessarily the fault of 
the players. Many directors overlook 
the full potential of the tuba and are 
satisfied with only a half-way accom- 
plishment by this section of the band. 
There is no reason why the bottom 
line should be played any differently 
from any other part of the music, yet 
such a thing happens consistently 
with our tuba sections. We almost 
always have cornet sections that can 
produce infinite variety in style, dy- 
namics, and interpretation; but too 
often our tubas play only the notes 
that are written and little else. Be- 
cause we have failed to exploit the 
tubas to their reasonable capabilities 
we have often developed a style of 
tuba playing which utilizes only a 
portion of the instrument’s real value. 

Let’s take for example the march 
*“Barnum and Bailey’s Favorite.’’ In 
the second strain the trombones, eu- 
phoniums and tubas, have the melody 
in octaves. In most bands one of 
two things happens—either the tubas 
blare out in a raucous, fat, “‘tubby”’ 
sound, or we hear a predominance of 
trombones and euphoniums in the 
upper octave, and although the tubas 
are playing all the notes, it is only 
with effort that we can hear them. Of 
the two possibilities, any of us would 
prefer the second. Even though we 
know that the tubas should be played 
more strongly in that spot, we defi- 
nitely do not want the blatancy we 
too often hear when we ask them to 
be played loudly; and this applies to 
all music not only the example to 
which we referred. When tuba players 
play loudly, one thing which really 
offends us is their vicious attack. So 
we have developed fine tuba sections 
that play smoothly and sweetly. We 
try to get enough players so that 
sufficient volume can be obtained 
without any one playing louder than 
a mezzo piano; but despite all other 
attributes, they lack life and style; 
the tone has no ‘‘ring’’ to it and 
and possesses no carrying power. 
Also, we may find that when we ask 
the tubas to project their sound a 
little more, their reaction is to fall 
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back into loud, rough playing. Not 
only do they lack these positive traits 
in passages which call for vigor and 
drive, but they lack life especially 
while playing in the coveted soft and 
smooth style. It is in the soft pass- 
ages especially that the band tone 
needs the definition and buoyancy 
that a warm, vibrant bass line can 
give it. In trying to arrive at the best 
result our band can give in, for ex- 
ample, the above mentioned march 
excerpt, we are not using the tuba 
section to its fullest advantage if 
we accept the mezzo piano perfor- 
mance that was mentioned. But by 
developing tuba players who have 
control over the instrument and use 
it to its full potential, we will have 
sections that we will not want to 
restrain in any manner, but who, in- 
stead, will come closer to the ideal 
performance. 

Why is it that in only the tuba 
section, and possibly also the per- 
cussion, we have so many players 
who are able to “‘get by,’’ but never 
show any real musical ability? We 
would never permit a cornet or clar- 
inet section to play with as little 
finesse as we so often permit from 
the tubas. One of the fundamental 
reasons for this problem is that the 
directors do not set standards that 
encourage tuba students to reach 
musical achievement. The euphonium 
is twice the size of the cornet, but 
we are not in the least bit moved 
wheu we hear a euphonium player 
perform with a facility equal to that 
of a cornetist. A BB flat tuba has 
the same relationship to the eupho- 
nium as that instrument to the cornet, 
but most people are amazed when 
someone plays the tuba with anywhere 
near the beauty of the cornet or eu- 
phonium. 

In order to achieve the full poten- 
tial of the tuba we should approach 
it with the assumption that there is 
no more limitation on this instrument 
than on any of the other brasses. 
Granted, there is some problem with 
the large air column that must be set 
in motion; and due to the extreme 
register in which the instrument lies 
it will no doubt never threaten the 
cornet as the most popular solo brass 
instrument. However, we should keep 
in mind that the tuba has the same 
potential as any other brass instru- 
ment. 


I am convinced that all the prob- 
lems that prevent us from having tuba 
sections which use the instrument to 
its fullest capacity are very directly 
related to faulty use of the breath. 
Unfortunately, it is very easy to sit

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down, take a breath, blow into atuba, 
and produce a sound, and then with 
a little practice to make the sound 
one that is not unpleasant to the 
ears. This is true with any brass 
instrument. For example, a cornet 
student can very well start playing 
the instrument in exactly the same 
manner as the tuba student, but as 
he progresses he finds that there are 
certain requirements necessary in 
his playing — ability to play through- 
out the range of the instrument, to 
make a clean attack, to have a cer-— 
tain facility of technique and a plea- 
sing tone with some carrying power 
at any dynamic level, no less at 
pianissimo than at fortissimo. There- 
fore, in order to satisfy these re- 
quirements he must go beyond merely 
blowing intothe horn. He must develop 
a good embouchure and tongue, and 
he must support and control the 
breath. 

Then we look at what the tuba 
student is expected to accomplish — 
ability to play only in the lower, 
easier part of the range. We would 
like for him to make a clean attack, 
but this is usually one of the weakest 
spots in his playing. He should have 
a certain facility of execution, al- 
though his playing is seldom as 
cleanly articulated as the cornetist’s 
(but he gets most of the notes). We 
are happy if he produces a tone that 
is sufficient to provide the bottom to 
the harmony, ‘‘But please, Mr. Tuba, 
don’t intrude on ourpretty music, ex- 
cept on the football field.’’ The 
point I would like to make is that 
the cornetist cannot possibly play 
his part to our satisfaction without 
using proper techniques; but since 
much of the music the tuba has to 
play is not so obvious or technical 
and can be played, though not to 
perfection, by only a half-way appli- 
cation of the principles of good per- 
formance, too many of our players 
gain just enough ability to “‘get by.”’ 
However, there is a great deal of 
difference between having the notes 
merely played, and having them 
played in a manner that adds to the 
tone quality and the style of the band. 

The matter of the tuba range nor- 
mally presents no problem to the 
director, in that most band tuba parts 
use a very conservative range of 
about AA-D. 

I feel that this is one of the most 
dangerous traps that awaits our stu- 
dents. Anyone can produce a non- 
offensive sound in the middle or 
lower register of any brass instrument 
without particularly exerting him-

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self. But if the 
play into the upper register he finds 
that he does not produce a good sound 
by merely pinching his lips together. 
In order to produce a tone that is 
musically satisfying in the upper 
register he learns to. use his dia- 
phragm, and in order to carry the 
beauty of his upper register through 
out his range he controls his breath 
correctly at alltimes. However, since 
our tuba students play mainly in the 
middle and lower registers they are 
rarely by virtue of range, forced to 
use the diaphragm. Hence they sel 
dom develop real breath support since 
they can produce a nonoffensive 
tone in the registers in which they 
do most of their playing. We all know 
that without employing the breath 
properly, good playing is impossible, 
and this is the have bla 
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tancy and roughness when our tubs 
try to play loudly. It is not the fault, 
of a limited,unrefined instrument,but 
rather the fault of incorrect performing 
technique. ‘That is why I maintain 
we are on the wrong road if we proceed 
to train our tubas to always play 
smoothly, softly, and sweetly, which, 
as was referred to in discussing the 
narch, is often the recourse taken.
